That the party launches a fierce struggle against the class enemies and that 
it launches a formidable struggle in order to remake nature and transform 
society is all for the sake of the interests of the masses of people and for 
providing an independent, creative life for them. In order that the working- 
class party may defend its revolutonary basic character as the representative 
of the people's interests, it must of necessity thoroughly form its ties with 
the masses of people and strike its roots deep among then. 


The working-class party is general staff of the revolution, political leader 
of the masses of people.

"As our leader taught, it is imperative to correctly combine political work, 
while giving priority to it, with administrative business work, technical 
economic work."

To correctly combine political work and technical economic work is an 
indispensable requirement in scientifically, rationally managing and 
operating the economy to suit the intrinsic nature of the socialist society 
and going forward to step up production and construction. 


To say to correctly combine political work and technical economic work means 
to go forward with a tight grip on both political work and technical economic 
work without overemphasizing either one of them. Put another way, it means 

to closely blend political work and economic administrative work, the former 
which aims to ceaselessly enhance the voluntary enthusiasm of working people 
reflecting the intrinsic superiority of the socialist society and make them 
display all their creative wisdom and enthusiasm in production and management, 
and the latter which organizes and insures the necessary conditions so as to 
make it possible for their creative production activity, economic activity 

to be satisfactorily launched. 


The basic objec*ives of economic management in the socialist society lie in 
realizing a rational combination of unified command for economic activity 
and production elements and bringing about a ceaseless upsurge in production 
and construction. Economic management work is work with people moving the 
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masses of working people, the masters of production and technology, and a task 
of administrative business providing all kinds of material conditions in such 
a way as to make it possible for the producer masses to work to the utmost of 
their power. The work of organizing and commanding the producer masses and 
the work of insuring material and technical conditions, only if conducted in 

This 
is related to the fact that the production of material wealth is successfully 
realized only through the process of rational combination of various kinds of 
production elements such as labor force and production facilities, raw 
materials and supplies. 


When correctly combining political work and technical economic work, the role 
of working people in the process of production can be strengthened further 
and a high efficacy achieved in the utilization of material and technical

technical economic work are combined correctly. Success or failure in all 
tasks ior insuring production, such as the planning work, the insuring of 
materials, the maintenance of facilities, and the technical preparation, 
depends on how political work and technical economic work are combined. 


Allegediy for the importance of political work, work with people, in guiding 
and managing the socialist economy, it will not do to belittle technical 
economic work while emphasizing political work alone. If this comes to 
pass, it will be impossible to correctly dovetail the product ion-consumption 
linkages between branches, between units of the people's economy in a 

manner consistent with the characteristics of the socialist economy where 
all the economic activity is conducted according to the unified plan of 

the state to suit the demands of modern production which is becoming a 
complex technical process based on advanced science and technology, nor 

is it possible to satisfactorily realize technical guidance for production. 
Again, the working people will become unable to positively launch 

production activity, economic activity, nor will it be possible to 

convert their creative strength to material success. 


On the other hand, if it comes to pass that technical economic work alone is 
given prominence while neglecting political work, unable to see the intrinsic 
superiority of the socialist society, it will be impossible to enhance the 
role of the producer masses, the masters of production and management. Thus 
it will become impossible to mobilize the creative strength and wisdom of 
working people and commendably conduct technical economic work itself, 
either.

task abreast to insure the material conditions which make i? sible tor the 
working people to launch production activity to their heart's ntent.

The guidance functionaries, repudiating both the tendency 
to conduct political work handily according to one kind of framework and the 
phenomenon of conducting it without substance clinging to formality, must go 
forward to launch it aggressively with a touch of freshness using various 
forms and methods to suit the target, the environment and conditions. 


A major objective of political work lies in successfully carrying out the 
economic task that has arisen. 


Political work divorced from the fulfillment of the revolutionary task, 
political work unable to give help to economic construction, is useless. 
Political work must always be closely linked to the fulfillment of the 
economic task, and success in political work must manifest itself in the 
concrete success of economic work. The functionaries must conduct work 
with the producer masses, always directing deep attention to making them 
clearly understand the content of the economic task set forth by the party, 
the method for the fulfillment, the significance the fulfillment of the 
economic task holds, and go forward to score a great success in the struggle 
for the implementation.

To say to conduct thorough and scientific economic organizational work 
bespeaks the establishment of a plan insured of objectivity, feasibility, 
and a dynamic nature, the thorough dovetailing of all production elements, 
and precise realization of the work of technically insuring production. 


To commendably make cconomic calculations its a basic requirement in realizing 
thorough and scientific economic organizational work. 


Economic phenomena are very complex and diverse, and even in one economic 
phenomenon, many factors operate. With each passing day the management 





activity becomes more diverse and complex. This being so, unless econoni 
calculations are properly done, it is impossible either to commendably conduct 
planning work or to insure the rational dovetailing of all the production 
elements and the links. 


Economic calculations must be conducted in the direction of concretely 
examining production elements such as labor force and technology, raw 
materials and supplies, and funds, and maximally mobilizing the inner 
reserves of the people's economy. It is imperative to concretely grasp the 
ideomental state and technical skill standards, the physical constitution 
and likings of the producers, the technical capability of a relevant unit 
and the state of its activity, its production/consumption capacity of raw 
materials and the state of its utilization of funds; and based thereon, 
economic calculations must be made in such a way as to make it possible to 
increase per-capita production volume, realize technical improvements, 
insure the balance between the needs and supply of materials, and increase 
the cash revenue under the state budget. None but a plan established based 
on such scientific calculations can become a plan insured of objectivity, 

a dynamic nature, feasibility, and achieve the harmonious development of 
all branches of the people's economy, satisfactorily providing raw materials 
and supplies and insuring the rational dovetailing of production elements. 


In order to conduct scientific economic organizational work, it is imperative 
to satisfactorily realize technical guidance for production. 


The process of modern production is a technical process being carried out 
based on developed technologies and advances in modern science. Guidance 

for modern production, where productiou process is none other than technical 
process, must necessarily become technical guidance. All economic guidance 
functionaries, in a manner consistent with the ceaselessly developing science 
and technulogy and the growing role of technical means in production, must 
make technical preparations prior to production and rationally formulate the 
technical process, and strive to make the producers strictly observe the 
standard manufactory procedure. At the same time, they must plan, coordinate,

The people's anti-U.S. struggle dynamically under way in south Korea is the 
explosion of the long pent-up grievances and anger of the south Korean people 
who have had the fate of a colonial slave forced upon them, subjected to all 
kinds of mistreatment and contempt under the U.S. imperialist colonial rule 
over 40 years, and is their sacred patriotic struggle intent on going forward 
to independently live, Liquidating the vicious colonial rule by the U.S. 
imperialists. 


With each passing day ever mroe classes and strata are participating in the 
south Korean people's anti-U.S. struggle to realize the nation's sovereign 
rights and society's independent-ization. 


The post-Kwangju Popular Uprising anti-U.S. struggle by the south Korean 
people, overcoming the weaknesses and limitations of the past period in 
which the struggle had been waged sporadically on a small scale, is being 
launched briskly on a high standard. The south Korean people are direct], 
aiming the spearhead of struggle at opposing the U.S. imperialist aggressors, 
and are launching the struggle on an organized basis. Particularly into 

this year, the south Korean people's anti-U.S. struggle has been Launched on

rule, and these are being put in the forefront of the mass political struggle. 


The south Korean people, branding the U.S. imperialists as “aggressor,’

The anti-U.S. slogans the south Korean people have come out holdine up are 
being concretized and deepened today to suit south Korea's situation and 
realistic demands. 


About the time of traitor Chon Tu-hwan's pilgrimage to the United States, 
the south Korean peole came out holding up slogans such as “opposition to 
Chon Tu-hwan's visit to the United States," “opposition to humiliating 
diplomacy" and “withdrawal of U.S. support for the Chon Tu-hwan regime, 
claiming that the puppet gang's pilgrimage to the United States “would 
enhance Washington's military and economic dominance over Seoul.” Such 
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Slogans intensively show the strong dissatisfaction of the people at the fact 
that with the puppet gang's pilgrimage to the United States the ties between 
the master and the running dogs were becoming closer and the U.S. imperialist 
colonial enslavement policy was deepening. 


The south Korean people, with the 5th anniversary of the Kwangju Popular 
Uprising as an opportunity, came out holding up the slogans "Tell the details 
of the Kwangju case," "America, remember the anger of Kwangju citizens," 
“America, take responsibility for the Kwangju case and make a public apology,' 
and “Our nation can no longer stand the U.S. rule." The slogans of such 
contents condemning the wicked criminal acts of the U.S. imperialists who 

had driven the puppets into massacring over 2,000 Kwangju citizens and 

putting down the righteous Kwangju Popular Uprising are militant slogans 
encouraging and inspiring broad circles of the south Korean people to 
anti-U.S. struggle. 


Moreover, the south Korean people have come out holding up no small number 
of slogans opposing the U.S. imperialist economic enslavement of south Korea 
such as “withdrawal of the open-door policy for imports" and “down with 
economic enslavement." 


All these slogans positively coming out in the open among the south Korean 
people are the most just struggle slogans intensively reflecting the aims 
and demands of the masses of people intent on independently living, opposing 
the occupation of south Korea by the U.S. impeiralists and freeing themselves 
from the colonialist rule and enslavement by the scoundrels. 


Another characteristic which is appearing in the south Korean people's 
anti-U.S. struggle is that the direction of main attack of the struggle is 
being aimed directly at the U.S. impeialist field aggression organs in 
south Korea. 


As already known to the world, the south Korean people have briskly launched 
the struggle in such positive and drastic forms as to attack, set afire, 
blow up, and occupy the U.S. imperialist aggression organs nesting in 

south Korea. 

Following the arson struggle against the "U.S. cultural center" in Kwangju 
in December 1980, there were cases of arson and bombing against the "U.S. 
cultural center" in Pusan and Taegu in 1982 and 1983, and at about the same 
time there were cases of arson and bombing against the U.S. "embassy," 
amusement park, and bank in Seoul. And there was a case of large explosion 
on the U.S. air base in Taegu. Into this year, such drastic anti-U.S. 
struggle is being launched, taking on an even more deepened complexion. 

This year, unlike in the past period, the south Korean people's anti-U.S. 
struggle is being launched with an open, bold method from attacking and 
destroying U.S. banks in Seoul to stoning an automobile carrying a scoundrel 
U.S. army general. 


What attracts intense public attention is the occupation of the "U.S. center 
for culture and information" in Seoul by the south Korean youth and students 
last May. Right in the middle of Seoul where an enormous force of harsh 








oppression is concentrated and in broad daylight yet, occupying the "U.S. 
center for culture and information" which is a nest of the U.S. imperialists 
for ideocultural penetration, the youth and students fought resolutely for 
four long days, demanding a public apology by the United States for the 
Kwangju massacre, withdrawal of support for the military dictatorship, and 
overthrow of the military dictatorship. 


That following the attacks against the "U.S. cultural center" in Kwangju, 
Pusan, and iaegu the youth and students once again occupied the "U.S. center 
for culture and information” in Seoul at a stroke, breaking through the 
stringent fascist surveillance network, was not one that was carried out 

by the temporary emotion or impulse of a few youths and students, but one 

that reflected the daily growing anti-U.S. ground swell] among the south Korean 
people, and as such, shows graphically that their anti-U.S. struggle is 
developing with a new trend. 


The struggle that occupied the "U.S. center for culture and information" in 
Seoul which demonstrated at home and abroad the intrepidity and indomitable 
fighting spirit of the south Korean youth and students, indicted before the 
world the criminal acts of U.S. imperialism, mastermind of the Kwangju 
massacre, and struck uneasiness and fear into the hearts of the scoundrels 
and dealt a big blow to their colonial fascist rule. 


That the south Korean people are launching more briskly than ever before 

the struggle in positive form against the U.S. imperialist aggression organs 
as the target shows that the contradiction and confrontation between the 
anti-U.S. sovereignty forces and the U.S. impeialist aggressors in south Korea 
are very deep-seated and that the struggle of the masses of people to free 
themselves from the U.S. impeialist domination and oppression is unavoidable. 


Still another characteristic manifesting itself in the south Korean people's 
anti-U.S. struggle is that anti-U.S. struggle organizations are being widely 
formed and the anti-U.S. struggle is being launched as a united common 
struggle. 


If a mass struggle is to win victory in south Korea, it must necessarily unite 
the broad masses organizatioially and insure the unity of action. Only then 
is it possible to fight with organized strength against fascist suppression 

of the U.S. imperialists and their lackeys in direct confrontation and win 
victory. That it it is possible to win victory only if the organization is 
thoroughly fixed up and struggle is launched under its guidance is a precious 
lesson left behind the past anti-U.S. struggle of the south Korean people. 
Starting precisely from such bitter lesson the south Korean people are putting 
great efforts into the task to fix up their organization. 


Recently among the south Korean people are being formed in large numbers 
struggle organizations with anti-U.S. character putting “opposition to 
foreign forces" and "sovereignty of the nation" in the forefront. 


Last April in Seoul was formed "chon'guk haksaeng ch'ong yonhap" ("chonhangnyon") 
{national federation of student associations] as a unified struggle organization 
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of the south Korean youth and students with “opposition to foreign forces, 
opposition to dictatorship” as its struggle program. This is a mass organ- 
ization on an unprecedentedly large scale which encompasses 62 universities 
and colleges in Seoul and the provinces, and as such, it is getting the 
south Korean youth and student movement organized in the present period and 
playing the leading role in the anti-U.S., anti-"government™ struggle of 

the south Korean youth and students. At the same time formed as an organ- 
ization affiliated with “chonhangnyon" yet performing independent function 
was "Minjok t‘ongil Minjung haebang Minju chaengch'wi t'ujaeng wiwonhoe" 
("samin t‘ujaeng wiwonhoe") [struggle committee to win national reunification, 
mass liberation, and democracy (struggle committee for three mins)]. This 
organization has under its umbrella “minjok chaju suho t'ujaeng wiwonhoe" 
[struggle committee to protect and defend national sovereignty] and also 
"Kwangju sat'ae t'ujaeng wiwonhoe" [struggle committee against the Kwangju 
case] which is playing a core, shock brigade role especially in the anti-U.s. 
struggle. 


The south Korean youth and students are forming numerous anti-U.S. strugezle 
organizations by schools, by departments, by regions such as the “struggle 
committee to oppose foreign forces and dictatorship," “stuggle committee to 
oppose foreign forces and protect and defend the nation,” and “struggle 
committee to protect and defend three mins" formed respectively by Korea 
University, Yonsei University, and Sungmyong Women's University. 


The south Korean youth and students are launching a joint struggle under the 
unified guidance and action of anti-U.S. struggle organizations. 


During the three days to 11 April this year from 9 April when the students 

of Seoul University and Korea University made their anti-U.S. advance which 

was followed on 10 April by the students of 11 universities and colleges in 

the Seoul-Inch'on district who, holding a public forum entitled "“re-spot lighting 
the 40 years of south Korea-U.S. relations," exposed and denounced the U.S. 
imperialist colonial enslavement policy, the students of nearly 20 schools 
participated in the anti-U.S. struggle up to and including 11 April; and 

on 19 April, marking the 25th anniversary of the April Popular Uprising, 

over 20,090 students of 56 universities and colleges launched the anti-U.S. 
struggle in various forms. 


The struggle expanded to a larger scale into May. On 10 May 26 universities 
and colleges launched street demonstrations; on 16 May 74 universities and 
colleges rose up in the anti-U.S., anti-puppet struggle; and on 1/ May, 
marking the 5th anniversary of the Chon Tu-hwan puppet gang's 17 May fascist 
outrage, no less than over 40,000 students launched into the struggle at 

more than 80 universities and colleges. In this period the anti-U.S. strugyle 
exeeding 30 cses in total was launched and more than 100,000 students 
participated in this struggle. 


The south Korean people's anti-U.S. struggle is expanding and developing 
into a united common struggle of all classes, all strata. 


To launch a united common struggle of the workers, the peasants, the youth 
and students in south Korea is an important requirement in winning the 
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victory of the mass movement. Only when the anti-U.S. struggle is turned 
around as a struggle of the broad masses of people encompassing all strata, 
will its strength become mighty and win a brilliant victory in the struggle. 
Today in south Korea the anti-U.S. struggle, which used to be Limited to the 
youth and students, is deepening into a united common struggle with all 
Strata such as the workers and peasants. 


Last April Seoul's workers joined the anti-U.S. demonstration struggle of the 
youth and students, and in North Cholla Province over 5,000 students and 
peasants held a meeting and staged a street demonstration against the import 
of U.S. agricultural products. And in the "national forum on the Kwangju case’ 
sponsored by “chonhangnyon" at Seoul University in June participated the 
students of 13 universities and colleges such as Seoul University and Korea 
University; 9 social organizations and democratic organizations such as the 
"council on promoting democratization," "mass movement union for democratic 
reunification," “council of Christian churches"; 8,000 of those who had been 
involved in the Kwangju case and bereaved family members. Here, the 
participants, after highly appraising unanimously the “case of occupation of 
the U.S. center for culture and information," issued a joint statement with 
“taking responsibility for the Kwangju case, the present regime must step 
down and th U.S. side must apologize" as the content. Such phenomena are 
something that was not seen in the past period, and as such, positively 
demonstrate that the people's anti-U.S. struggle in south Korea is developing 
into a united common struggle. 


Thus today in south Korea the people's anti-U.S. struggle is developing into 
an organized struggle and is expanding into a united common struggle 
encompassing broad classes, strata. 


All facts indicate well that today in south Korea the anti-U.S. struggle 
of the people, the youth and students is becoming an unstoppable basic trend 
and that with each passing day it is developing into higher form. 


That in south Korea where the anti-U.S. movement, which used to be Launched 
in the past period spontaneously on a small scale on a very low standard, 

is at present blazing Like wildfire, is a corollary to the developing 
independent ideological consciousness of the south Korean people and an 
explosion of their long pent-up grievances and anger at the U.S. imperialists 
and the Chon Tu-hwan puppet gang. 


The independent ideological consciousness is the awareness of being the 
master in command of one's destiny and the will intent on going forward to 
work out his destiny on his own, and as such, it performs a decisive role 
in the revolutionary movement for the independent stand and attitude. 


Today to say that the south Korean people hold the national sovereignty 
consciousness means that properly recognizing the colonial character and 
corruption of south Korean society where national sovereign rights are 
completely trampled and obliterated, and their own plight that the fate of 
a colonial slave is being forced upon them, they infinitely hate the U.S.

U.S. worship persistently spread by the U.S. imperialists and their !|sckeys 
over a long period and the aggressive, plunderous nature of the U.S. imperial! 
ists, failed to properly understand on account of their vicious neo. ionialiste 
policies where the root cause of the unhappiness, suffering, and mis!vurtune 
they were going through was and what to do to overcome it. They er: us ly 
regarded the U.S. imperialist aggressors as “liberator,” “helper,” nd 

held the erroenous perception as if the occupation of south Korea by ‘he 


U.S. imperialist aggressive troops constituted a “guarantee™ restraining 
the “southward invasion" from the North. What is more, certain people 
were foolish enough to believe that only by U.S. support and by depending 
on it would it be possible to remove the military fascist dictatorship, 
establish a democratic government, and democratize society. 


But the south Korean people, by the immortal chuche ideology bright !¥ 
illuminating the road ahead for working out the destiny of social beings and 
its great vitality, by the influence of the contemporary stream of tli 
independent stand and attitude, have come to be awakened for the first tim 
in national and class terms, and consequently, the national sovere! 
consciousness, too, has come to gradually heighten. The south Kore.) people, 
in the course of living, subjected to subhuman treatment and contemp! under 
the oppression of the U.S. imperialists and their lackeys for 40 yeors, have 
come to clearly understand that U.S. imperialism is not the "Liberator, 
“helper,” "friend," but is the aggressor, plunderer illegally occupyin 


south Korea and oppressing and exploiting the south Korean people, ani the 
ringleader of trampling and obliterating the independent aims and deminds 

of the south Korean people and forcing all kinds of misfortune and unhappiness 
on them. Indeed, through life over a long period the south Korean people have 
experienced to the quick that without driving the U.S. imperialist apyressors 
out of south Korea and liquidating their colonial rule it is impossible to 
insure the independent-ization, democratization of sociopolitical lit: and 
realize the independent peaceful reunification of the fatherland.

White House, and for putting down the uprising, approved mobiliziny (i puppet 
troops under the command of the commanding officer of the U.S. armed forces 

in occupation of sluth Korea, transported them using U.S. military transports, 
and created an atmosphere of threat and fear, dispatching to south horcun waters 


several modernwarships such as the aircraft carrier "Coral Sea.’ 
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Such U.S. imperialist maneuvers gave the south Korean people not threat and 
fear but on the contrary, the perception ever more graphically that the U.S. 
imperialists are indeed the aggressor, the plunderer, the ringleader 
suppression of the people and in consequence, their anti-l.S. sovereignt 
consciousness came to heighten dramatically. 


Precisely this being so, it is only natural and inevitable that in order to 
establish their national sovereign rights and achieve the demoratic development

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THE REACTIONARY NATURE OF THE MODERN PHILOSOPHY OF SUBJECTIVE IDEALISM

[Text] The modern imperialists, in an attempt to save their fate which is 
on the brink of destruction, are intensifying more than ever before their 
reactionary ideological offensives against the people. The modern bourgeois 
philosophy holding subjective idealism as the basics is becoming one of the 
main tocls in such reactionary ideological offensives of the imperialists. 


To oppose the ideological toxins of the bourgeois reactionary philosophy being 
widely spread by the modern imperialists headed by the U.S. imperialists and 
to block their infiltration constitutes an urgent task facing the progressive 
peoples aiming for anti-imperialist sovereignty. 


Comrade Kim Chong-il, member of the Standing Committee of the Political Bureau 
of the Central Committee of the Korean Workers Party and a secretary of the 
Party Central Committee, pointed out as follows: 


"Modern imperialism headed by U.S. imperialism, on a downhill slide as it is, 
is going berserk in a desperate attempt to save its doomed plight.” 

(Book “Let Us Go Forward Holding Aloft the Banner of Marxism-Leninism 

and the Chuche Ideology," p 31) 


The reactionary class, which has come out to stand in the way of the advance 
of history and the stream of the times, needs a kept philosophy as an 
ideological tool rationalizing its ruling system and policy, and the 
philosophy stemming from such needs positively serves the reactionary 

class. It is the law of nature that as the reactionary nature of a dying 
class intensifies, so does even more the unscientific, absurd, reactionary 
nature of its philosophy. 


The bourgeois philosphy, which is the world view and ideological tool of 
modern imperialism, is at present becoming unprecedentedly groundless and 
hollow, and is turning ever more “anticommunist.” Modern subjective 
idealism is precisely the representative stream of the kept bourgeois 
philosophy which the imperialists are giving positive prominence and 
spreading wiv. 
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Generally, subjective idealism is an unscientific philosophy of idealism 
which, absolutizing a certain turning point in the course of such speculation 
ard cognition as human sense or idea, will, feeling, and experience, holds it 
as the root of the world, as the starting point of philosophy. 


Advocates of subjective idealism prior to the 1920s had been explaining 
the world based on philosophical categories such as subjective human 
"idea," “sense,” and “voluntariness."™ 


But modern subjective idealism, denying the inherent mission of philosophy 
as a science providing a world view, is debating mainly the question of life 
or the question of "methodology of science" alone. The advocates of modern 
subjective idealism, also denying the very existence of the law of the 
development of nature and society and the objective truth, are persistently 
preaching extreme irrationalism, relativism, and individualism. 


The modern philosophy of subjective idealism, thus holding a pure outlook 
on life or an abstract theory divorced from the real world alone as the 
target of study and advancing all kinds of sophistry, has its characteristic 
in dwarfing and deforming philosophy. 


It is no accident at all that such modern subjective idealism, which has 
reached the height of absurdity and reactionary nature in philosophy's 
history, is on the rise and that it is being widely spread today in the 
capitalist world. 


The modern philosophy of subjective idealism has come into being reflecting 
the mental state of the bourgeoisie teembling with uneasiness and fear in 
the face of the serious crisis and of the approaching destruction of the 
capitalist system. So it is that all the currents of this philosophy are 
without exception magnifying and exaggerating the crisis of the capitalist 
system as if it were a humanity-wide crisis and are preaching that man 

is a biological being or a lonely being wrapped up in sorrow and 
misantrhopism. 


For the bourgeoisie, it became urgently necessary to have a kept philosophy 
aimed at speaking in defense of the capitalist system which, rotten and 
diseased, is racing along the road to destruction, and at paralv-ing the 
people's class consciousness and revolutionary consciousness. The modern 
philosophy of subjective idealism is one that has been brough" into being 

in accordance with such demands of the bourgeoisie, and repeated'v changing 
its form in step with the changing internal and external situations, is 
beautifying and embelling the struggle for existence where prevail immorality 
and qmrruption, and the law of the jungle, which are peculiar to the 
capitalist system. 


The modern philosophy of subjective idealism, wearing many different masks 
up till now, has been playing the reactionary role as a kept philosophy of the 
imperialists. 


Various philosophies of subjective idealism such as Kierkegaard's existentialism, 
Schopenhauer's “philosophy of life," and Comte's positivism, which emerged 
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in the mid-19th century, and empiriocriticism in the early 20th century are 
regarded the forerunners of the modern philosophy of subjective idealism. 
Such philosophical currents are philosophies of subjective idealism that 
gained force during the period from the time bourgeoisie began turning 
reactionary to the early days of imperialism. 


It was not until the 1920s that the modern philosophy of subjective idealism 
came to the fore as an archetypal philosophy of subjective idealism systemai zed 
based on the two basic philosophical currents of “anthropocentricism" and 
"scientism."” 


What carried the day in the bourgeois philosophy circles in the period from 

the 1920s to the early 1960s were philos ies of subjective idealism such 

as existentialism and logical positivism. The philosophy of existentialism 
espousing and rationalizing sorrow and misanthropism and the philosophy of 
logical positivism making an occupation of dialectic sophistries, because 

of speaking in defense of various kinds of contradiction and crisis, aggression 
and war of the capitalist society, were becoming the leading currents in 

the bourgeois philosophy circles of that period. In particular, the philosophy 
of existentialism and the “philosophy of life," becoming the state philosophy 
of the Hitlerian Germany of Fascism, positively served to espouse and 
rationalize wars of aggression and atrocities of human slaughter. 


In the decase of the 1960s when science and technology rapidly developed 
and a temporary "boom" occurred in the capitalist economy, the philosophy 
of existentialism which had preached pessimism and misantrhopism, gradually 
took a backseat, and the philosophical currents of “anthropocentricism" 
such as the philosophical anthropology extremely distorting man's inherent 
nature, reactionary social philosophy advocated by the Frankfurt University 
sect, as well as a miscellany of philosophical currents of “scientism" 

such as “critical rationalism" and the philosophy of language and the 
philosophy of structuralism, became predominant in the bourgeois philosophy 
circles. 


It was into the 1970s when the economic crisis and sociopolitical contradictions 
of the capitalist world became intensified that kept philosophers of the 
bourgeoisie came to put in the forefront philosophies of subjective idealism 
wearing new masks such as the “study of philosophical interpretation” and 
latter-day positivism, philosophies raving about extreme subjectivism and 
relativism. 


The modern philosophy of subjective idealism which has come through such 
historical course of change, consists of philosophical schools wearing all 
kinds of masks. 


Miscellaneousness of the modern philosophy of subjective idealism does not 
mean the “richness" of the ideomental life of the bourgeoisie and of the 
philosophical theory it patronizes, but is no more than what reveals the 
chaotic state and bankruptcy of its thought and theory. 


All facts indicate well] that the modern philosophy of subjective idealism is 
indeed an inevitable product of the history of the reactionary bourgeois 
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philosophies which have been driven into a chaotic ideotheoretical state 
and predicament, and is a reactionary kept philosophy which has from 
beginning to end been fabricated to serve modern imperialism and is being 
widely spread in the capitalist world. 


The modern imperialists, not stopping at fabricating such kept philosphy, 

are widely spreading it at home and abroad. In particular, the U.S. 
imperialists, by holding the modern philosophy of subjective idealism as 

a tool for their reactionary ideocultural offensives and by making it filter 
into anti-imperialist, independent countries, not to mention their own 
country, are paralyzing the national sovereign consciousness and revolutionary 
consciousness of the masses of working people and spreading among them 

U.S. worship and anticommunist ideas, national nihilism, and Yankee 

immorality and corruption. 


Comrade Kim Chong-il, member of the Standing Committee of the Political Bureau 
of the Central Committee of the Korean Workers Party and a secretary of the 
Party Central Committee, pointed out as follows: 

"... the enemies are intensifying their ideocultural infiltration in an attempt 
to make our revolutionary force callapse from within." [No bibliographic 
reference given] 


The modern philosophy of subjective idealism is the most reactionary 
ideological toxin which the modern imperialists headed by the U.S. 
imperialists are widely spreading at home and abroad at present. 


The reactionary nature of the modern philosophy of subjective idealism lies 
above all in paralyzing the sovereignty consciousness of the masses of 
people by preaching an extremely pessimistic, individualistic ideological 
viewpoint and subjective mode of thinking based on an unscientific concept 
about man. 


Essentially, philosophy is a science providing a world view. Any philosopher 
must hold a specific world view as one of the indispensable component parts, 
as the starting point of his philosophical system. In consequence, the theory 
which, excluding the world view, discusses purely the question of life and 

the question of methodology for the study of science alone, no matter how 
philosophical it may claim itself to be, is no more than a deformed, sham 
philosophy. 

The so-called philosophy of “anthropocentricism," which is one of the basic 
currents of the modern philosophy of subjective idealism, excludes the world 
view from the target of study and discusses purely the question of life alone 
or preaches the idea of individualism and the mode of thinking in terms of 
subjectivism and relativism. 


Schools of the philosophy of subjective idealism which have gained force for 
the first time in recent years, are distorting man's inherent nature on the 

one hand and are spreading irrationalism and subjectivism from sociological 

and epistemological standpoints. 
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Philosophers of the Frankfurt University sect such as (?Adorno, Markje, and 
Havermus), raving about an extreme subjective social theory which does not 
acknowledge the law of social development, are foolish enough to attach 

the signboard called “social philosophy” of “anthropocentricism" to their 
sophistries. 


The so-called human being to whom philosophers of the Frankfurt University 

sect are giving prominence, is the human being who, wrapped up in subjectivisn, 
thinks and acts arbitrarily, from beginning to end; the human being to whom 
they give prominence, is the licentious human being who, indifferent to 

the law of social development, thinks and acts according to a temporary 

mood or psychological impulse. 


Because of glorifying extreme individualism and liberalism, the sophistry 

of the Frankfurt University sect today is becoming the "guiding principle” 
for the so-called social movement activists of the West who are adventurists 
acting as the spirit moves them, and the ideotheoretical basis for their 
absurd leftist slogans. 


The reactionary nature and cunningness of this philosophical sect lie in 
that pretending as it does to “criticize” the contraddictions of the 
capitalist system, it is taking the lead in the “anticommunist™ racket 
against Socialism and Communisn. 


Philosophers of the Frankfurt University « c, raving about "criticizing" 
and "reforming" the capitalist system, are singing the praises of a blind 
radical movement and anarchic personal acts of terrorism, and are coning 
out to intensely oppose the historic mission and organized struggle of the 
working class as the burier of the capitalist system. Under the sig uboard 
of “protection of human rights" they are also persisting in denigrating the 
socialist system. 


Philosophers of the Frankfurt University sect are dressing up their philosophy 
as if theirs alone were an “objective” and “fair and just" philosophy that 
respects man and “criticizes” both Capitalism and Socialism. In fact, this 
philosortyv is an ideological toxin that confuses the politicoideological 
concept of the masses of working people aiming for the independent stand 

and attitude and Socialism and paralyzes their revolutionary consciousness, 
and is no more than the imperialists’ kept philosophy of a different color. 


The “study of philosophical interpretation” with West Germany's reactionary 
philosopher (?Gadamer) as the champion is extreme subjective idealism 
one-sidedly absolutizing the role man's subjective element and opportunity 
play in understanding certain targets. 


Philosophers of this philosophical school are preaching an extremely subjective, 
relativistic epistemology that there is no such thing as a correct understanding 
or incorrect understanding of the objective world but that it depends on how 

man (individual) in achieving the understanding “interprets” it. 


Along with such “anthropocentric" philosophy of subjective idealism which has 
come to the fore recently, extant philosophies of “anthropocentricism" which 
have had their day such as existentialism, pragmatism, and Freudianism, are 
still playing a reactionary role. 
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The existentialists, defining man's inherent characteristic as “individuality," 
“subjectivity,” are raving that a lonely individual isolated from social 
institutions, a deformed human being arbitrarily thinking and acting solely 
based on his subjective “inner experience" is the true face of man. So raving, 
they are preaching pessimism, misanthropism, and extreme individualism, and 

by singing the praises of the subjective mode of thinking and the licentious 
way of life, are driving people to corruption and immorality. 


On the other hands, a series of schools of the philosophy of subjective 
idealism, seeking man's inherent nature in some inborn biological “instincts,” 
are blabbering that people must think and act as their “instincts” dictate. 
The pragmatists rave about the “selfish instrinct," the Freudians about the 
“sex instinct," the adherents of the “philosophy of life" about the “voluntary 
instinct" aiming for survival and power, as if these were the inherent nature 
of man; and so raving, they are inspiring extreme individualism, immorality 
and corruption that people must stick at nothing to satisfy the demands of 
their "instincts." 


Schools of the “anthropocentric" philosophies thus represent no more than 
extremely reactionary sham philosophical theories and sophistries which 

extol the subjective, relativist mode of thinking and action that, leaving 
the world view out of consideration, deny philosophy's inherent mission, and 
distorting man's inherent nature, reject the law of development of the 
objective world. These philosophical schools also represent the kept bourgeois 
philosophy wearing an outer cover of philosophy which has been fabricated 

in order to defend the capitalist system, oppose Socialism, and paralyze the 
sovereignty con:ciousness of the masses of people. 


No matter what kind of a kept philosophy the modern imperialists may fabricate 
and widely spread, it is evident that they can never beautify and embellish 
the dying capitalist system, paralyze the anti-imperialist scvereignty 
consciousness of the masses of working people, and stand in the way of their 
struggle for a new society and Socialisn. 


The reactionary nature of the modern philosophy of subjective idealism also 
lies in standing in the way of revolutionary change of the capitalist system 
by preaching extreme relativism, subjectivism based on a reactionary scientific 
study methodology opposing the analysis and generationlization of objects and 
phenomena and on a sham epistemology rejecting an active understanding and 
change of the objective world. 


Philosophy must necessarily impart to people a world view providing a correct 
ideological theory and methodology that make it possible to scientifically 
understand and change the world for working out man's destiny. A theory 
that fails to provide a correct world view for understanding and changing 
the world, no matter how well it wears a philosophical outer cover, is no 
more than a sham philosophy, a sophistry of a hundred harms without a 


Single gain. 


The so-called philosophy of "scientism," one of the basic currents of the 
modern philosophy of subjective idealism, under the slogan that “objectivism"

ana “scientism” must be insured in people's epistemological and practical 
activity, is coming out to reject people's active understanding of the world 
and oppose their positive practical struggle for changing nature and society. 


This philosophical current, unlike the “anthropocentric™ philosophical current, 
is the philosophical current of subjective idealism which, distorting the 
science*’s questions of methodology and epistemology, is spreading cut absurd 
sophistries. Such philosophical currents are called the philosophy of 
subjective idealism because the “scientism” espousing them is none other 

than a modern version of logical positivism and is no more than a synonym 

for extreme subjectivisn. 


Advocates of the philoscphy of “scientism" are raving that in scientific 
research, importance must be attached to “objective knowledge” and “positive 
materials” free of subjectivism, but the “objective knowledge” and the 
positive materials are in fact no more than extrinsic and trivial materials 
selected by each individual's subjective experience and arbitrariness. 
Nevertheless, they are coming out to argue that it is precisely the mission 
of science to depict such extrinsic materials and phenomena exactly as they 
exist. So arguing, they are opposing analyzing and generalizing objects and 
phenomena and understanding their intrinsic nature. 


From such stand of subjective idealism making groundless accusations that the 
philosophies and theoretical sciences which hold, as their targets of research, 
the questions bearing on the world view such as the intrinsic nature of 
objects and phenomena and the law of their development, the viewpoint and 
stand toward the world, are no more than “empty exercises in metaphysics,’ 
they are blabbering that their "positive science” alone is the genuine 
“science.” 


Such sophistries of the philosophy of “scienti.xj are designed to make it 
impossible for the masses of people to have a correct understanding of the 
law of the development of nature and society, especially of the reactionary 
nature of the capitlaist system, and arm themselves with a scientific, 
revolutionary world view. 


Sophistries of the philosophy of “scientism" opposing people's positive, 
active stand and attitude in the matter of cognition and practice are 
even more brazenly manifesting themselves in the “criticial rationalism" 
which has recently come to the fore. 


The advocates of “critical rationalism” such as (7Albert), preaching that 
so-called “pure objectivism" free of subjectivism and “value neutrality 
of science” must be strictly observed in scientific work, are spreading 
the formalist, metaphysical mode of thinking that observes and appraises 
everything superficially in the manner of licking the outside only without 
penetrating the intrinsic nature of objects and phenomena. 


The reactionary nature of “critical rationalism” is manifesting itself 
intensively not only in opposing people's active epistemological activity, 
but in raving about social reformism in defense of the calitalist system and 
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“criticizing” the revolutionary theory of the working class enunciating the 


inevitability of the fall of capitalism and the revolutionary struggle for 
the realization. 


The advocates of “critical rationalism," speaking in defense of the capitalist 
society as if it were a society complete with everything “rationa]" such as 
“accuracy,” “efficacy,” and “preciseness," are distorting the situation as if 
the affluent, pompous life of the capitalists is for every member of society 
to enjoy. They are also blabbering the absurd voice as if, once the phenomena 
Stemming from “errors in implementation" of policies such as socioclass 
contradictions and social evils are “corrected,” the capitalist society 

could become a so-called "welfare" society providing "happiness" for 

all people. 


The advocates of “critical rationalism," who consider themselves the 
philosophers of “scientism," are also one-sidedly overestimating the role 

of science and technology, separating it from the social system, and moreover, 
are laying out groundless, absurd sophistries as if, in the capitalist 
society, once production was increased by virtue of science and technlogy, 

all kinds of institutions of class contradictions and social evils would 
disappear spontaneously and ultimately, the capitalist society could be 
reformed into a rational “ideal society." 


This vividly demonstrates that although “critical rationalism” has entered 

the world of philosophy wearing the plausible mask of a philosophy of “science,” 
it is no more than a kept bourgeois philosophy fabricated to beautify and 
embellish the utterly rotten capitalist system and stand in the way of its 
revolutionary change. 


The philosophy of “anthropocentricism" and the philosophy of “scientism," 
which constitute the basic streams of the modern philosophy of subjective 
idealism, have hung out different signboards and there are certain differences 
in the reactionary contents of their "theories." But both of them share 
common ground in implanting an unscientific, idealistic thought tnd mode of 
thinking in people and making an occupation of the “anticorm unist" front 
Standing in the way of the revolutionery change of the capitalist system. 


Such philosophical currents represent sham philosophies defiling philosophy 
itself and deforming it while wearing an outer cover of philosophy and 
spreading absurd sophistries, and are extremely reactionary philosophies 
serving altogether as an ideological tool of the imperialists. 


So it is that at present the modern imperialists such as the U.S. imperialists, 
holding as their ideological tools all currents and schools of the modern 
philosophy of subjective idealism and even those which have goven bankrupt 

or are taking a backseat, are going wild in spreading them widely at home 

and abroad. 


Especially the U.S. imperialists from the first day of their illegal occupation 
of south Korea to the present have been perpetrating machinations to extensively 
drive home the modern philosophy of subjective idealism among the south Korean 
people as a link in their ideocultural aggression. 
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The U.S. imperialists and successive south Korean puppet gangs have had 
translated, published, and spread many books written by the authors and 
followers of existentialism, pragmatism, and neopositivism, and today are 
publishing as monographs the scophistries of the “social philosophy" of 
subjective idealism, the philosophical anthropology, the study of philosophical 
interpretation, and furthermore, are carrying them even in popular magazines, 
using various forms and methods. Making textbooks of such reactionary 
philosophies, they are not only driving them home among university students, 
but mobilizing the means of literature and arts such as film are spreading 
them among south Korea‘s intellectual circles and working people. 


Such machinations of the U.S. imperialists for ideocultural infiltration 
are exerting a great evil influence on the politicoideological life, mental 
and moral life of the south Korean people. 


On account of the ideological toxins of the philosophies of subjective 
idealism such as pragmatism being spread by the U.S. imperialists, at 

present in south Korea the corrupt, immoral way of Life and the mammonistic 
mode of thinking are paralyzing people's wholesome ideological consciousness, 
and our nation's long-standing laudable manners and customs are being utterly 
trampled. And on account of the “anticommunist"™ idea being spread by the 
modern philosophy of subjective idealism the south Korean people's sovereignty 
consciousness and class consciousness are being gnawed and misunderstanding 
and mistrust are being created against the northern half of the republic. 


The reactionary nature of the modern philosophy of subjective idealism 
serving the policy of the imperialists for oppression and plunder, aggression 
and war, is growing day by day. 


No matter how cunning and idealistic sophistries the advocates of the modern 
philosophy of subjective idealism may lay out, they cannot beautify and 
embellish the dying imperialism nor can they save it from the fate of 
destruction. [t is the truth history demonstrates that a reactionary 
philosophy, together with the reactionary class it serves as its master, 
cannot escape destruction. 


Holding aloft the revolutionary banner of the chuche ideology in the future 
too the same as in the past, we shall go forward to launch the struggle 
more energetically to oppose the infiltration of the bourgeois reactionay 
philosophy, and expose and criticize it. 
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
